They have called out 80,000
militia, who are ‘sleeping on their arms,”
keep their railroad engines fived up day and
night, to be able to move troops to any point
“‘at a momeunls notice,” and at the same timo
we are nob able to loeate a single armed Feni-
an organization any where on her fromtier,
If the Fenians are not playing a grand farce,
it would appear prudent to use some precau-
tion or some preventive measures, but falling
into such n paroxysm of excitement and fear,
to ug, with our information, does appear most
puerile and ridiculous.
